(From Fred Mathis, Chicago) 


I recently renewed my subscription, but 
in a way I agree with Mr. Parker in his 
recent comments (THE Brioop-HorseE of 
May 1, page 989), except that Mr. Parker 
attempts to turn his interest to other 
sports. I’m sure he'll come back to racing. 

However, he is absolutely right in his 
opinion of Mr. Lindheimer—that is, the 
presentation of a stakes program designed 
to increase the betting angle rather than 
anything else. Why is it that most race 
tracks that announce a series of distance 
races always schedule them for horses of 
an approximate $3.500 value? 

Outlandish purses of 50-100-150 thou- 
sand dollars for 2-year-olds are ridiculous. 
A daily overnight allowance of 5-10 thou- 
sand would certainly accomplish more for 
2-year-old racing than any “world’s largest 
purse.” 

And when do you think some tracks 
might recognize the time for reducing 
their take and return a half or one per 
cent to the racing fans? Maybe then they 
won’t have the horsemen hollering for 40- 
50 per cent and for $5,000 purses for 
$2.500 claimers. 


A Plea for Short Wave 
(From Vaughan Read, Shanghai, China) 


I would like to make a suggestion as a 
keen student of the Thoroughbred race 
horse: that is. thousands of miles away 
from the principal race courses of the 
world, that a weckly magazine such as 
yours meke arrangements with the race 
clubs that promote the principal races to 
have these races broadcast over the short 


wave and on frequencies and wave bands 
that they can be heard over at a specified 
time. I must say as a radio fan, I have 
only been able to tune into the Kentucky 
Derby on rare occasions. I have been one 
of the founders of three different race 
courses in my life. And “it pays to adver- 
tise.” This is more true today than ever 
before, for now that travel transport by 
airplane is being perfected rapidly for 
speed and comfort, the time is not far 
distant when international horse racing 
will be competed on all the major courses 
the world over to arrive at which is the 
best horse of the year. Races of this cali- 
bre bring together the best that each 
country can breed; therefore this alone is 
a great value to the breeders. Races of 
this nature are the best known fillip to 
arouse public interest. . . . It is my con- 
tention that if you give the public what 
they want, success is assured. Although 
I have been a big owner all my life, until 
this present government closed down all 
racing, I was never a gambler, neither 
was I interested in it. I raced solely for 
the sport of it, and to find out how little 
I really knew. The ladies and the Thor- 
oughbred race horse. make liars of the 
the best of us, the experts more than all 
the others, 


I feel confident that if you can accom- 
plish this broadcasting proposition for 
your magazine, your overseas subscription 
will increase by leaps and bounds. Do not 
lose sight of the fact that the Thorough- 
bred horse business is the greatest of all 
industries in the world, . .. I can assure 
you that the number of racing enthusiasts 
that are still left in this part of the world 
would more than welcome it. If you were 
here to witness the number of persons that 
telephone me for the results of the big 
races, and others that come to listen over 
the short wave to hear the commentator 
giving the discription of the races as it is 
being run, then you would begin to realize 
the value of the above suggestion. .. . 1 
have two of the best receiving sets on the 
market. . . . I am on the radio from 4:30 
a. m. until 11:30 p. m. I am negotiating 
with the government here to see if I can 
bring in the latest set manufactured by 
Philips. On Saturdays I tune in to four 
different courses in Australia and New 
Zealand. These courses run their races 
within a few minutes of each other, and 
since each race is described while it is 
being run, my two radios are working 
overtime. These races start at 10:30 a. m.. 
Shanghai time and continue to 4:30 p. m., 
then at 7:30 p. m. I get the English racing 
also at 11:30 p. m., and in between I get 
France, Italy. and Spain. This is all I have 
got to do from the time I get up to the 
time I go to bed. I have been confined to 
my rooms the whole of this winter by the 
doctor’s orders, but I have a nurse that is 
as proficierit as myself in horse racing. 
having taken care of me for the past 20 


years.

Mrs. A. E, Reuben stood in front of 
stall 6 in Pimlico’s paddock and gave Hasty 
Road a good inspection. She looked from 
one side, then the other, and when she 
was done looking she said aloud, “It’s 
going to be all right, . . .

A few minutes later the big colt went 
out and won the 78th Preakness Stakes. 


While earlier victories were attributable 
to Hasty Road’s speed, the Preakness was 
a testimonial to his courage.

After the race Johnny Adams, who rode 
the colt, thought that Hasty Road would 
have won the Preakness Prep, which went 
to Correlation, had he been able to see 
his challenger coming at him in the final 
yards. 

“Correlation slipped by before my colt 
saw him. When Hasty Road did spot him, 
he dug right in and was coming again at 
the wire. The same thing happened in the 
Derby with Determine. 

“Just the other day we decided to cut 
a little hole in his right blinker so that 
he could see a horse if one was coming up 
on him. It was worth a try, and it looks 
like it worked.” 

Eddie Blind got the field of 11 off 
smartly. Hasty Road and Jet Action were

by Joe B. Hickey Jr. 


first out of the gate, with Nirgal Lad and 
Ring King close behind. (Adams said 
afterward that he had expected Jet Action 
to set sail for the early lead, but when 
the Maine Chance colt failed to come for- 
ward, he altered plans and assumed pace- 
making chores.) 

Goyamo, Correlation, and Hasseyampa 
dropped back almost immediately to await 
an opportune moment to commence their 
drives. Goyamo, a sluggish colt, trailed the 
field untii Boland got afier him on the 
far turn, 

Nirgal Lad took a shot at Hasty Road on 
the club house turn, and missed. Going 
down the back stretch on top by 2 lengths. 
Adams was sitting back with a long, firm 


hold. Hasty Road had no more company 
until he looped the far turn. There Jet 
Action moved up, was found wanting, and 
fell back. Correlation was moving strongly 
then, threading his way through the field. 
Hasseyampa fought clear to drive with 
him. In search of firmer footing, Adams 
allowed Hasty Road to drift out a bit on 
the final bend. Hartack, preferring to save 
ground, skirted the rail with Ring King 
about 3 lengths astern of Hasty Road. 
Hasseyampa and Correlation were gain- 
ing on the outside, and behind them, Goy- 
amo was closing the gap, but less rapidly. 

Once straightened away for the run 
home, Adams reached back and hit Hasty 
Road once. At this point it was apparent 
that only Correlation, Hasseyampa, and 
possibly Goyamo had a chance to overhaul 


the Hasty House colt. Approaching the 


eighth-pole it was Hasty Road by a length 
over Hasseyampa and Correlation, which 
were racing boot-to-boot. Correlation lug- 
ged in, forcing Arnold Kirkland to take 
up on Hasseyampa to avoid running up on 
Hasty Road’s heels. Kirkland snatched 
his mount quickly toward the rail. and 
started driving again.

As Correlation drew alongside, Hasty 
Road saw him. Adams asked for more and 
his mount dug in. Shoemaker and Corre- 
jiation could get no closer; Hasty Road 
inched away at the end and won by a 
neck. A length and one-half farther back 
was Hasseyampa, 6 Icngths in front of 
Goyamo. 

A ery of foul had gone up when Corre- 
lation moved over on Hasty Road in the 
Prep, and the crowd again set up the 
chant in the Preakness, only this time they 
weren't so sure who had done the fouling. 

Hasty Road was in the winner’s circle 
when the objection sign lit up. Kirkland 
had lodged a complaint against Shocmaker 
for rough treatmeni, but, after viewing 
the films, the stewards ruled against him. 

Hasseyampa turned in a very workman- 
like performance, as he had done in the 
Blue Grass Stakes and Kentucky Derby. 
He started in the Preakness without bene- 
fit of a race since the Derby, and con- 
ceivably could have been closer had it 
not been for the late roughness. 


EXPERIMENT. In an effort to check 
Correlation’s habit of lugging in, trainer 
Noble Threewitt experimented with a run- 
out bit in the Preakness Prep. The device 
was made useless, however, when a slip 
pin was lost between the barn and pad- 
dock. In a feverish last-minute operation, 
Threewitt substituted rubber bands to hold 
the contraption together. 

The run-out bit functioned mechanically 
in the Preakness, but Correlation’s re- 
sponse to it was not all that had been 
hoped for. Shoemaker did his best to hold 
the big Free America colt off Hasty Road 
as they brushed in the drive, but he wasn’t 
entirely successful. Hasty Road drifted 
out a bit himself. 


IF-STORY. As a host of well-wishers 
gathered about barn J to congratulate the 
Hasty House Farm on its win, and to 
sample the champagne that the Maryland 
Jockey Club had sent over, Noble Three- 
witt told how he missed becoming the 
trainer of Hasty Road. 

Threewitt said 2 ef his friends, Eddie 
Janss and Paul Tees, made a special trip 
to the 1952 Keeneland summer sales te 
buy the Roman—Traffic Court yearling. 
Threewitt trains the Janss horses, which

run under the name of Conejo Ranch, and 
it was Tees’ idea to enter into a partner- 
ship with Janss if they could get the colt. 
The pair had set out for Lexington with 
$18,000, which lacked at Icast $5,100 of 
being enough. Had they been successful in 
taking the colt to California, Threewitt 
might have saddled the Preakness winner 
instead of the beaten favorite. 


COMMENT. Shoemaker’s post-race com- 
ment was, “We’ve got no excuses.” 


Kirkland, who had timed his move to 
coincide with Correlation’s, said, “I had 
to stop kind’a short when Correlation cut 
in on us, causing us to duck inside over 
the top of Hasty Road’s heels. I had to 
claim a foul. I guess it wasn’t good 
enough.” 

Adams. who won his first Preakness, 
said. “I was really worried when Correla- 
tion drew alongside, but I clucked to my 
horse and he pulled away. This colt has 
changed since the Derby. He was rough 
then, but he has settled down a lot since. 
There was no pace in this one, so we had 
to go to the front. He’s got a good head 
and you can rate him under a light hold. 
He’s real good now.” 

Harry Trotsek, as effervescent as the 
champagne, said, “He ran a hell of a race. 
We ship to Belmont tomorrow.” 

It was the stable’s earlier intention to 
by-pass Belmont in favor of a Chicago 
campaign. It now seems fairly certain that 
Hasty Road will take a crack at the Bel- 
mont Stakes and Queen Hopeful the 
Coaching Club American Oaks. 


TIME AND MONEY. Hasty Road’s 
Preakness grossed $140,150, making this 
year’s renewal the richest in history, but 
increased place awards cut the winner’s 
take-home money to $91.600, considerably 
less than the $98.005 earned by Faultless 
in 1947. 

Though the track was officially fast for 
the Preakness, earlier rains had dulled it 
considerably. The fractions for the Preak- 
ness—all credited to the winner—were 
71234, :2335, :36, :4744, 1:01, 
1:26, 1:3824. 1:5144. and 1:5724. The 
final time was the same required by Count 
Fleet (1943) and Blue Man (1952). The 
stake record of 1:56 was set by Capot in 
1949, 


Of the $404,618 wagered in the Preak- 


ness, $106,502 was on Correlation to win. 
He went off as the 9-to-10 favorite; Hasty 
Road was second choice at 5 to 1. The 
total handle amounted to $1,860,330, as 
compared with $2,279,916 when Native 
Dancer avenged his Derby defeat in the 
Preakness last year, The attendance of 
29,604 was slightly off the 1953 figure.

Busher’s Queen, heavy favorite for the filly divi- 
sion of the National Stallion Stakes because of an 
easy win in her only previous start, quickly opened 
up a 2-length lead. Fanford caught her entering 
the last furlong, where High Voltage and Delta 
challenged strongly.

If a Roman, Do as the Romans— 
Unless Mother Says Different 


The people who had studied Roman 
carefully were rather positive that Hasty 
Road was not going to win either the 
Kentucky Derby or the Preakness Stakes. 
If they looked no further than Roman, 
they had an excellent case. 


Roman himself was perhaps the best 
sprinter got by *Sir Gallahad III, which 
was a middle-distance horse in France and 
England and a sire of stayers in the U. S. 
(A stayer in the U. S. is not greatly differ- 
ent from a middle-distance horse in 
Europe.) *Buckup, his dam, could have 
provided Roman with some factors for 
stamina, since another of her offspring, 
Bueking. won the Johnny Bullman Handi- 
cap at 214 miles. Her sire, Buchan, got 
his best victories at 144 miles (Eclipse, 
Champion Stakes), but he also won the 
Doncaster Cup and was disqualified after 
winning the Ascot Gold Cup. 


But when the genes were sorted out for 
Roman they produced a horse which might 
have been named grand champion at a 
Quarter Horse show; he was deep-bodied, 
short-legged, broad, and powerful, as if 
Ultimus. his maternal great-grandsire, had 
crowded his other ancestors into the fence 
and arrived at the finish (or the start) 
with most of the most important hereditary 
factors. With such a conformation, it is 
perhaps remarkable that Roman turned 


in high-class performances at distances up 
to a mile. 


A tremendous success in the stud, 
Roman got sprinters and milers almost ex- 
clusively. Among his best runners the only 
ones to win stakes of as much as 114 miles 
were Roman Candle and Roman Miss in 
the Black Helen Handicap, the former 
under 103 pounds. His best stayer was Cos- 
mic Missile (out of the good stakes winner 
Misty Isle), narrowly beaten in the Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks and Alabama 
Stakes of 1947, as she was in some other 
high-ranking stakes for fillies. Cosmic 
Missile’s best winning distance was 17; 
miles. 


From such evidence as this many of the 
well informed students of breeding con- 
cluded that Hasty Road’s brilliance would 
not carry far enough for any of the 3-year- 
old classics—not counting the so-called 
classics for sprinters and milers. 


TRAFFIC COURT. However, Hasty 
Road had a dam as well as a sire. From 
her he inherited his size, which is outsize; 
his conformation, which includes a most 
un-Romanlike set of long legs; and _pos- 
sibly a touch of temperament, which in 
this family has ranged all the way from 
a mild stubbornness to a spectacular dis- 
regard for proper usage, From her he 
must have inherited also a considerable 


proportion of the class he has shown. 
There is a suspicion in this corner that 
Hasty Road’s relationship to Roman is 
simply coincidental. However much Roman 
seems to dominate the rest of his mates, 
he takes second place, in this instance, to 
a self-willed matriarchy. 


In several of Hasty Road’s races I have 
suspected that he chose, like Mr. Coolidge, 
not to run, If this happens to be correct, 
it is quite normal for a son of Traffic 
Court, whose conduct was quite indepen- 
dent of the whims of owners. trainers, and 
$2 bettors. A great, big, beautiful doll, 
Trafic Court in her racing career ran the 
gamut from $1,750 plater to high-class 
handicap performer. As a 2-year-old she 
promised some class. At 3 she changed 
her mind. The Whitney stable couldn’t 
even get her claimed, and sent her off to 
the farm. where she vigorously withstood 
the blandishments of a good-looking stal- 
lion named *Mahmoud, climbing the wall 
of the breeding shed in order to gain a 
vantage point for a firm answer of no. 


At this stage she did not appear to be 
an exceptionally good broodmare prospect, 
and was sold down the river. After playing 
along with the selling platers for a while 
at 5, she picked up from somewhere the 
idea that she was not supposed to win 
races, and so, at 6, became one of the best 
race mares in the country. Her 4 stakes 
wins that year included the 114-mile Bev- 
erly Handicap, in which she beat Mar- 
Kell with only a small difference in 
weights, 

At 7 and 8, having discovered that the 
people in the winner’s circle with her 
were entirely too happy. she went back 
to losing. Then, when Ed Janss Jr. took 
her to Conejo Ranch in California, along 
with a warning that she had gone on 
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record as opposed to family life, she was 
introduced to Boxthorn and got in foal 
with the celerity of a rabbit. The off- 
spring was the filly Miss Traffic, winner 
of $59,980 through 1953, never a stakes 
winner, but better than many stakes win- 
ners, with an average-earnings index of 
5.54 for 4 seasons of racing. 

Hasty Road. foaled in 1951 and bred 
by Clifford Mooers, was the next foal. 
Traffic Judge was the third and last—the 
mare died in 1952. He is by *Alibhai, and 
when he won under the Mooers colors at 
the Churchill Downs spring meeting, he 
got special notice because he was by the 
sire of the Derby winner Determine out 
of the dam of the Derby second Hasty 
Road. 


THE FAMILY. Back of Traffic Court 


are some long lines of stout, distance- 


running, American-bred horses and a fam- 
ily distinguished about equally for class 
and hardheadedness. Traffic, her dam, was 
a big, bossy mare which mothered 5 stakes 
winners. Among these the one least con- 
siderate of life and property rights was 
the Breeders’ Futurity winner The Bull. 
Fortunately for the budding hopes of pro- 
moters of the stall starting gate, he died 
early. 


The next dam, *Traverse, was bred in 
England by H. P. Whitney and brought to 
America to race. Whether she was good 
or not was not discovered. She ran 4 
times, in September and October of her 
2-year-old season, and never got a placing. 
But, except in her first start, she was 
always a strong favorite, and in her last 
appearance she was odds-on. In her second 
race she got a poor start and was not rid- 
den out; in the third she fell over a filly 
which had fallen just ahead of her. She 
produced the stakes winners Transmute 
and Drawbridge and several excellent 
producers. 

The dam of *Traverse was Perverse, 
winner of the Champagne and Matron 
Stakes and the Ladies and Nursery Handi- 
caps. This very good daughter of *Meddler 
—Melba, by *Mortemer. was foaled in 
1903. a poor year for an American brood- 
mare prospect, since American racing 
would almost have disappeared by the 
time her foals were ready for it. The 4 
winners she produced included Contrary. 
dam of the Alabama Stakes and Lawrence 
Realization winner Vexatious, whose best 
offspring was Diavolo, one of the best 
stayers of the 1920’s. Diavolo, despite his 
name, was not so devilish as some of the 
others in the family, but he shared the 
family’s size, standing 17 hands tall.

Road must be attributed, of course, to his 
maternal grandsire, Discovery, which is 
also sire of the dams of Native Dancer 


and Bed o’ Roses. 


AMBITION. Hasty House Farm, which 
in the main has recruited its stable by 
purchases of horses with demonstrated 
racing class, bought only 2 yearlings from 
the auctions in 1952. These were both 
Romans, big Hasty Road and little Queen 
Hopeful. The two were bought at Keene- 
land for a total outlay of $28,900. Their 
earnings to date are $631,466. Both have 
exceeded, by slight margins, the normal 
distance limitations of the Romans, and it 
may be something more than a coincidence 
that both of them are out 6f mares by 
good distance runners from the Fair Play 
line. 

At last account, the Hasty House plans 
were to run Hasty Road in the Belmont 
Stakes and Queen Hopeful in the Coaching 
Club American Oaks. If this double is 
brought off, Discovery and Chance Play 
will have to be credited with assists, and 
Hasty House with a miracle.

Carrying 108 pounds of Jimmy Stout 
and 27 pounds of dead weight, White 
Skies ran %-mile in 1:22%5 to beat a 
dozen other sprinters, to which he was 
conceding 10 to 36 pounds, in the Roseben 
Handicap. It was a remarkable effort by 
the 5-year-old horse, which now has won 
5 straight, 4 this year, After the Roseben 
it was suggested that the only way John 
B. Campbell was going to stop White 
Skies was to ride the horse himself. 

Although the chestnut son of Sun Again 
lacks the finishing power of Native Dan- 
cer, he makes up for it with unadulterated 
speed and courage in fighting off his 
rivals. Speaking of these two horses in 
one breath makes you wonder what would 
happen should these two meet at a mile 
or under, maybe with Porterhouse thrown 
in. 

This was the first year the Roseben had 
been run at 7 furlongs, but 25 years of 
running at this distance probably wouldn’t 
have produced a better race. White Skies 
took the lead out of the gate, fought off 
two challenges around the turn, did 6 
furlongs in 1:0944 (equal to the track 
record), and in the last eighth held off 2 
horses he was conceding more than 20 
pounds. The last furlong, turned in 
:1235, enabled White Skies to cross the 
line only 24-second slower than Roseben’s 
own clocking of 1:22, the track record. 
Davey Johnson’s horse set that mark in 
1906, under 126 pounds, when they ran 
the other way around at Belmont. (It is 
said that Johnson hocked his big sprinter 
on the eve of a race to have enough cash 
to bet on him. There has been no report 
that William M. Wickham did the same 
with White Skies, but if the Kentuckian 
had he would have collected $1.15 for 
each $1.00 advanced by pawnbroker.) 

Stout, recently recovered from an injury 
at Gulfstream Park, broke White Skies 
from next to the outside position and had 
a length on the field before ;;-mile had 
gone past. Last year’s Roseben winner, 
Squared Away, rushed up along the rail 
and got his neck in front as the teletimer 
showed the first quarter in :2224. White 
Skies allowed the 7-year-old sprinter to 
remain there until just before the middle 
of the turn when he passed Squared Away 
and ran out the half-mile in :45%4. 

Stout then let White Skies do his best, 
and by the head of the stretch he had a 
2-length advantage. He did not cut the 
corner, but stayed 15 feet off the rail, and 


let his mount drift out slightly in the 
stretch. Impasse and First Aid went 
through along the rail in the final eighth 
to earn a dead heat for place, a half- 
length behind the winner. That may seem 
close, but it wasn’t. White Skies was 
pounds the best, even giving away that 
much weight. 

When White Skies returned to the 
scales he was met by his trainer Tommy 
Root, who had said, “No comment,” when 
the weights were announced but then ad- 
mitted the 135 pounds was “an awfully 
nice compliment from Mr. Campbell.” The 
$50,000 Carter Handicap at Aqueduct, at 
7 furlongs, is next on White Skies’ agenda. 
Native Dancer is also an eligible. 


THE EARL. Since Earl Sande trained 
the Roseben’s first winner, Maxwell How- 
ard’s The Chief, in 1940, it is a pleasure 
to report that the former jockey started 
another horse on Roseben day in 1954, The 
Earl of Sande did not have as much suc- 
cess this year, but it was satisfying to see 
his Cygni run in a maiden race. The 3- 
year-old Stymie filly wound up beating 
4 others. She “will improve.” according 
to her smiling owner-trainer-groom-and- 
exercise boy. 


COMMONWEALTH. Another first-start- 
er the same day had a little better for- 
tune as James Cox Brady’s Commonwealth 
galloped off to a 5-length victory in a 
chute race of 414 furlongs. Many of us 
had been waiting for this one since he 
cracked the 14-mile mark at Aiken this 
winter. His timing of :5115 seconds did 
not break any record here. but neither did 
his price of $3.60, which prompted Brady 
to remark that it appeared everybody was 
carrying stopwatches these days. 


NELOY QUITS 


E. A. (Eddie) Neloy reversed the usual 
pattern of Maine Chance trainers this 
week by resigning before he was fired. 
Neloy gave up the Maine Chance job to 
become trainer of Allison and Prest- 
ridge’s Saxon Stable. During his brief 
Maine Chance tenure (about 6 weeks). 


Neloy saddled Fascinator to win the Ken- 


tucky Oaks and Jet Action to win the 
Withers Stakes. 
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The dark bay son of Roman was worth 
waiting for on his looks alone. He has the 
machinery of a horse much older and much 
heavier, and runs with a smooth high- 
headed stride, something like Stymie, He 
simply toyed with his opponents Satur- 
day, and he probably learned a lot from 
his journey down the straight course. The 
race was the second anniversary of the 
colt’s foaling date. Commonwealth was 
dropped at Brady’s farm in New Jersey 
by Burgoo Maid, which had been bred in 
Kentucky. 


ROYAL GOVERNOR won his 27th race 
shortly before the Roseben was run. He 
now has won $354,625 for Mrs. J. R. H. 
Thouron. But the real news about the 
handsome 10-year-old was that he set a 
new American record. The event, the third 
of Belmont’s experimental turf races, was 
at 13g miles. The old gelding took it easy 
early and took the lead with a half-mile 
to go. He ran it in 2:21144, to beat Tam- 
many’s turf-course record of 2:22, set on 
June 24, 1891, at Sheepshead Bay. 


SHOCK. On Wednesday the filly divi- 
sion of the National Stallion Stakes set- 
tled down to a fight between two gradu- 
ates of Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., and 
the one no longer connected with the or- 
ganization won out. Wheatley Stable’s 
High Voltage, sired by Claiborne’s French 
stallion *Ambiorix, had almost a length 
the best of Claiborne’s Delta at the end 
of 5 furlongs. It was the second stakes of 
the season for the gray filly, which does 
her running for Mrs. Henry Carnegie 
Phipps, and right now she seems to be 
the quickest of her age and sex around. 


High Voltage is trained by Jim Fitz- 
simmons, who celebrates his 80th birthday 
on July 21. Ridden on this occasion by Jim 
Nichols, she was the first of the stakes 
mounts which Eddie Arcaro missed _be- 
cause of a 10-day suspension for careless 
riding. Arcaro also was to have had Goy- 
amo in the Preakness, so there was quite 
a bit of speculation on May 18 when the 
stewards reviewed the film-patrol movies 
of Arcaro’s race with Dead Duck a day 
before. Marshall Cassidy showed the films 
all the way through, then slowed them 
down where the foul occurred. The de- 
fendant was asked to testify and did so 
eloquently. When Charlie O’Brien was 
asked what happened to him, he said he 
had had to pull up when Arcaro crossed 
over, Arcaro admitted he had been a bit 
careless, and after the lights were turned 
on, Cassidy said, “Well, let’s go fishing.” 

Bill Boland received the call from 
Woody Stevens for the Pimlico classic, 


but the Texas rider also received one from 
the New York stewards, The day of the 


Preakness the New York officials put him 
“down for 10 days for an infraction similar 


‘to Arcaro’s. So Boland probably will join 
Eddie fishing. 
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STUD NEWS 


Fairday Dies at 24 


The 24-year-old mare Fairday died May 
13. at Miss Mildred Woolwine’s White 
Oaks Farm, Lexington. One of the last 
crop of foals by Fair Play, she was bred 
by the late Joseph E. Widener at Elmen- 
dorf Farm, which also bred her dam, Ru- 
thenia, and all of her best known off- 
spring were foaled there. Unraced, she re- 
mained at Elmendorf until 1950, when she 
was sold to Miss Woolwine in a private 
dispersal prior to the sale of the farm. 

Fairday’s 12 foals included the stakes 
winners Lady Fair, Fair Weather, Tripli- 
cate ($244,600), and Inseparable ($237,- 
042). the stakes-placed Roman Fair and 
Fiddle. and 2 other winners. Through 1953 
her progeny had earned $569,767. The last 
of her foals is a 2-year-old filly by *Bern- 
borough. 


Worries in Washington 


A drastic curtailment of the program 
of the Washington Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation was announced last week in the 
organization’s monthly magazine. the 
Washington Horse. Editor Clio Hogan said 
lack of funds would force the breeders to: 

1. Discontinue the scholarships which 
the association has been offering to high 
school graduates in the State of Washing- 
ton and to graduate students who wish to 
specialize in animal husbandry or veteri- 
nary medicine. 

2. Discontinue the association’s 4-H 
program, Each year several 4-H Club 
members have been given in-foal brood- 
mares to care for. In return for their 
work, the 4-H members are allowed to 
keep the foal, which they either may sell 
or keep for racing. 

3. Curtail the traveling of the associa- 
tion’s field secretary (Ed Heinemann) and 
allow him to accept “outside engagements 
during the time his salary will be reduced 
by the association.” 

4. Trim the size of the Washington 
Horse, 

Hogan said the primary reason that the 
association is in financial difficulties is 
that Longacres race track at Seattle, Wash- 
ington’s largest track, withdrew financial 
support several years ago. At one time 
both Longacres and Playfair race track at 
Spokane contributed 1/10 of 1 per cent 
of their pari-mutuel handles to the breed- 
ers’ association. Playfair has continued its 
contribution, but Longacres, maintaining 
that the association no longer needed out- 
side contributions, has withdrawn its sup- 
port, Hogan said. 

Hogan’s reply to the Longacres argu- 
ment: 

“If we were to speak of 1954 or 1955, 
or perhaps a few more years in the future, 


that coniention is correct. But the board 
members of the WHBA have every reason 
to hold to the belief that both racing and 
breeding will be existent in the State of 
Washington indefinitely, and that we are, 
in fact. only in our infancy. Therefore, it 
would be foolish and impractical to delve 
into principal funds, thereby ultimately 
jeopardizing the future of the association.” 

In the same story, Hogan said that the 
association would “make every effort” to 
have a law passed at the next session of 
the legislature to compel Washington race 
tracks to pay breeders awards equal to 10 
per cent of each purse won by Washing- 
ton-bred horses, Longacres and Playfair 
now pay 10 per cent breeders awards, but 
on a voluntary basis.

Danny Shea, owner of Merryland Farm, 
Hyde, Md., was elected president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association at 
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the group’s annual meeting last week.

Dr. Fred W. Rankin 
Dr. Fred Wharton Rankin..who died 


May 22 at his home in Lexington, was 
among the most distinguished and most 
frequently honored surgeons in the world. 
In 1933, when he resigned as chief of the 
surgical section of the Mayo Clinic at 
Rochester, Minn., and entered private 
practice, he chose Lexington as his new 
home chiefly because of his great interest 
in the Thoroughbred horse. 

His knowledge of racing and his con- 
cern for its welfare were such that many 
of his good friends were men closely asso- 
ciated with the sport. When he died at the 
age of 67 he was still one of the 3 trus- 
tees of the Keeneland Foundation, his only 
official connection with racing. The other 
trustees are Hal Price Headley and Lucas 
B. Combs, successor to Major L. A. Beard, 
who died in April. 

Among the survivors are Mrs. Rankin, 
a daughter of Dr. Charles H. Mayo, and 4 
children—a daughter and 3 sons. One of 
the sons, Thomas A. Rankin, operates 
Turfland Farm near Lexington, 


Frank G. Menke 


Frank G. Menke, 68, prominent sports 
writer and former Churchill Downs pub- 
licity director, died on May 13 at Cin- 
cinnati, where he and his wife had stopped 
en route from California to their home in

Mrs. Ethel Hill Clark 


Mrs. Ethel Hill Clark, Hollywood screen 
writer and Thoroughbred owner, died of 
cancer on May 16 at her Westwood, Calif., 
home. She was 56. Funeral services were 
held May 19 in Sania Monica, Calif., and 
burial was in Westwood. 

Mrs. Clark, better known in racing as 
Miss Ethel Hill, bought her first racer in 
1938 and purchased her first broodmare 
two years later. The first mare she bought 
was Chosa, which foaled a colt by High 
Quest a few months after Mrs. Clark 
bought her. The colt was War Knight, 
winner of $174,580. 


Robert B. Odom 


Robert B. Odom, 63-year-old trainer, 
died at his home in Garden City, N. Y., 
on May 8. Private funeral services were 
held at Garden City on May 10. 

Odom, a brother of George M. Odom 
and an uncle of G. P. (Maje) Odom, had 
been associated with racing most of his 
life. He was a club house bookmaker at 
the New York tracks for several years be- 
fore becoming a trainer, 

The best horse ever trained by Bob 
Odom was Crafty Admiral.

Dr. Walker’s Swift Don McCoy; 


Calumet Farm’s New Coaltown 


Dr. John Walker, the veterinarian who 
played a major role in saving the lives of 
Your Host and Stagehand, is back in the 
news as part owner and breeder of one of 
the fastest colts at Hollywood Park. This 
is Don McCoy, a big (16:2) son of With 
Regards—Porter’s Kin, which galloped off 
with the 6-furlong Will Rogers Stakes at 
the track of the lakes, flowers, and goose 
girls. 

Dr. Walker owns Don McCoy in part- 
nership with Al Hollivet, and they named 
the colt after a 16-year-old student at 
Canoga Park High School who took care 
of the horse when he was a yearling and 
managed, as most any youngster would, 
to go overboard for him. Don McCoy, the 
student. was on hand at Hollywood Park, 
along with 41,943 others, to see Don Mc- 
Coy, the colt, win the Will Rogers by 
more than 2 lengths in 1:0934. He stepped 
the first quarter in :2144, and the half in 
:444£, and when he turned for home with 
a 3-length lead there was no chance for 
anything in the race to catch him. . 

Dr. Walker owns an 18-stall ranch in the 


San Fernando Valley where he patches 
“cripples” and where he raised Don Mc- 
Coy. The colt, however, is no cripple; 
there has never been a thing in the world 
wrong with him. He raced well, although 
sparingly, last year, and after the Holiy- 
wood Park meeting Dr. Walker suggested 
to Hollivet that they put Don McCoy away, 
and give him a chance to grow. “We might 
have a nice colt,” Dr. Walker said at the 
time. It turns out he was right. 

Don McCoy is a brother of Tiz Ours, 
an extremely fast filly at Santa Anita some 
years ago. His breeding says he won’t go 
on, but he’s going to get as far as he goes 
awfully fast. When Hollivet was filling out 
a nomination slip for the Will Rogers, he 
also prepared one for the 114-mile West- 
erner Stakes, but after thinking it over. 
he asked racing secretary John Maluvius 
to tear it up. Now, of course, he’s sorry. 
He thinks there’s a chance Don McCoy 
could be rated that far, after all. 

Its comforting to have a veterinarian 
like Dr. Walker as an owner of a horse, 
but its nice, too, to have a trainer like 


H. C. (Bill). Belk. I’ve always rated him 
one of the best trainers in California; and 
although this was his first stakes victory, 
it’s not likely to be his last. 


ZOOM! Some Turf writers and quite a 
few trainers are beginning to wonder (out 
loud) if Calumet Farm doesn’t have an- 
other speedball, such as Coaltown, in its 
barn. They have in mind the 2-year-old 
colt Trentonian, by Bull Lea out of Iron 
Maiden. He is medium-sized and not too 
much to look at, but he can run. 

Trentonian made his racing debut a few 
weeks ago at Bay Meadows, and lowered 
the 5-furlong track record to :5834. He 
came to Hollywood Park and worked in 
:5844, then on the second day of the 
meeting won in :5834 to keep his record 
unblemished. He is the early favorite, of 
course, for the $50,000 Starlet Stakes, and 
some Turf writers have mentioned—as 
they always do in the case of a new and 
fast colt from Calumet Farm—that he 
might be Ben Jones’ special for next 
spring’s Kentucky Derby. 

“He has speed and some of the quali- 
fications to become a good horse,” is the 
way Jimmy Jones puts it. “But he’s on the 
small size, and I really haven’t done a 
great deal with him yet.” In that case, 
Trentonian seems to be doing quite a lot 
on his own. 

His dam, Iron Maiden, has the distine- 
tion of being the only mare ever to win

_ (Continued from page 1132) 
the Del Mar Handicap. She took the race 
in 1947, while carrying a foal by *Old 
English. At the time, she raced in the 
colors of Ellwood (The Pie Man) John- 
ston, who sold her and Amphibian in a 
package deal to Calumet Farm. The Pie 
Man doesn’t make too many errors, but 
the way Trentonian is running he certainly 
will regret having parted with Iron 
Maiden. 

THE GENERAL. Hollywood Park open- 
ed its season with its customary press. 
radio, and TV dinner at which George 
Jessel, the toastmaster general, was the 
main speaker. Jessel also is customary. 
But George had some trouble getting to 
the microphone this time. 

There were numerous introductions by 
Mervyn LeRoy, president of the Hollywood 
Turf Club, who finally concluded with 
these remarks: “We have everyone here 
tonight except someone to represent the 
average $2 bettor.” 

“That’s what I’m here for.” Jessel pop- 
ped up and said, “if only you'll let me up 
there for a few minutes.” 

Jessel speaks at so many functions it 
must be impossible for him to remember 
them all. “Last Tuesday,” he said, “I 
spoke at the launching of a ship in Long 
Beach, and the circumcision of a baby in 
Pomona. Fortunately. I was able to use 
the same speech for both occasions.”

10 Per Cent to the Trainer 


A trainer is entitled to 10 per cent of 
a horse’s winnings and 10 per cent of a 
horse’s sales price, unless such payment 
is specifically denied by contract, the 
Fayette (Ky.) Circuit Court ruled May 
15. Basis for the court’s decision: custom 
and usage, 


In the Fayette case trainer Bryan Mar- 
tin was awarded a judgment of $3.430 
against Oliver Jones, owner of Montrose 
Farm, Lexington, Martin’s employer from 
April 1, 1951. until June 1, 1952. The 
judgment, announced by Judge Chester 
D. Adams, was based on 10 per cent of 
the winnings of 5 horses Martin trained 
for Jones and 10 per cent of the proceeds 
from the sale of 3 of them. Judge Adams 
ru.ed that Martin was entitled to his claim, 
although a written contract between the 
men did not specify the 10-per-cent pay- 
ments. 

Martin claimed the payments were cus- 
tomary in the Thoroughbred business. 
Jones said that Martin had been paid 
$4,125 for training the horses and he con- 
sidered this full payment. 

In his opinion Judge Adams cited nu- 
merous state and Federal cases in which 
rulings had been based upon custom and 


usage. He said the custom and usage must 
meet many conditions: It must be certain, 
continuous, uniform, well established, must 
not be opposed to public policy or legal 
principles, and must be consistent with 
good morals and fair practices. 

“The court finds that there is a custom 
or usage, as the same is defined by fore- 
going decisions, among the race horse 
owners and trainers in this locality, for a 
trainer to receive 10 per cent of the win- 
nings and also 10 per cent of the sale price 
of horses trained and sold, unless this 
custom is excluded from a contract ex- 
pressly or by implication. 

“The reason for this custom is readily 
seen. The hope of additional compensation 
from the winnings and sales of horses 
which have been successfully trained is 
the incentive which prompts the trainer 
to put his best efforts into the work with 
the natural result that both owner and 
trainer may profit. 

“Custom or usage of this kind violates 
no statute, is contrary to no law, or against 
public policy and is consistent with fair 
practices. 

“The defendant admits that he knew of

(Continued from preceding page) 
such a custom, but contends that because 
he had a contract to pay the plaintiff wages 
this custom was excluded from his contract 
with the plaintiff, 

“The court is of the opinion that since 
the parties to this agreement are both 
engaged in the race horse business in this 
part of the state where this custom pre- 
vails, the presumption is that they must 
have contracted with reference to it, that 
it became a part of the contract; that the 
payment of wages was not sufficient in 
itself to exclude the custom from opera- 
tion as part of the contract; that there is 
no sufficient proof that the parties intended 
to exclude the custom, and that it was not 
excluded. either expressly or by impli- 
cation. 

“The plaintiff is entitled to a judgment 
against the defendant for $3,430.”

The Poules d’Essai in France; 
Tesio’s Posthumous 21st Derby 


Paris, May 17 

Tahiti and Baghicheh, first and second 
in the Prix St. James a fortnight ago, 
seemed to have the best chances in the 
Poule d’Essai des Pouliches (One Thou- 
sand Guineas equivalent). Tahiti, it turned 
out, did beat Bagicheh by a length and 
a half, but it was for second place only. 
The race was won, from start to finish, 
by Francois Dupre’s Virgule, which got 
the better of Tahiti by a neck. 

Fair Jane, eighth in the One Thousand 
Guineas at Newmarket, was fifth. Vamarie, 
a flyer last year, finished last. 

Bred by her owner, Virgule got one win 
and 3 places in her 4 starts last year, 
and was rated 17 pounds below Cordova 
in the Free Handicap. This year she had 
again got one victory and 3 places in 4 
starts. In her last race before the Poule 
d’Essai she had been second in a slowly 
run mile at Le Tremblay. Virgule is one 
of the first crop of foals by Menetrier (by 
Fair Copy), which was a brilliant horse 
at distances between 7 and 9 furlongs.

The connections of Cote d’Or II thought 
he had lost his last race because of a false 
pace, and on this theory provided him 
with a stablemate to make the running in 
the Poule d’Essai. Mondragon set a hard 
pace—49.50 seconds for the first 800 
meters as compared with 53.54 for the sec- 
ond half—and those who followed him 
closely, notably Pas de Quatre and Le 
Mont Brule, had nothing left in the 
stretch, where Damelot looked the winner 


until Cote d’Or II made his rush. Cote 
d’Or II won, but he was yielding to San 
Giusto at the finish. 


Blue Tzar (by Blue Skies, by Bland- 
ford), sire of Cote d’Or II, was second in 
the 1942 Poule d’Essai, but was a moder- 
ate race horse. Cote de Melon, the dam, 
ran well at Bordeaux and had produced 
two previous winners. both by Blue Tzar. 
She traces to the 1913 Poule d’Essai win- 
ner Banshee. through Courgette, Sheen, 
and Durban’s full sister Sheba. 


The most impressive win of May 16 was 
that of Falstaff (Cranach—Fair Dolly, by 
*Hierocles). which beat Lets Fly by 5 
lengths in the Prix Pourtales, run over 
the same course as the Poules. Rated 6 
pounds under Cordova in the Free Handi- 
cap, he made a very good comeback, and 
probably will run in the Derby at Epsom.
